England A L* William the Con- 
queror undoubtedly has been due in 
considerable measure to the strength 
shown by the British air-force, both 
in dog-fight defense and in aggres- 
sive bombing raids deep into Ger- 
man territory. 


An invasion would be a hazard- 


ous venture under hte best of cir- 
cumstances. With John Bull show- 
ing first-class form in the prelim- 
inary sirmishes, it has behooved the 
Fuehrer to proceed circumspectly 
with his preparations, which appar- 
ently is exactly what he be doing. 
He is a thorough worker. 


True, he has had other causes for 


delay. There has been the implied 
Russian threat to Germany in Rus- 
sia's moves in the Balkans. And 
there has been the danger of an ex- 
plosion among the fiery Balkan 
states themselves in 
connection 


with the Hungarian and Bulgarian 
territorial demands of Rumania. 


It was a matter of wisdom to iron 


these matters out before letting 
loose the full fury of a blitzkrieg 
against England.

tion-blockade of the British Isles. 
The Germans claim to be sinking 
vast numbers of merchant ships, 
and there certainly is evidence that 
they are meeting with a measure 
of success in the anxiety exhibited 
in British official quarters over fu- 
ture food supplies. 


Nobody knows what Hitler will 


do excepting Hitler. He might de- 
cide that his blockade would be 
more effective and less risky. Still, 
it strikes me that he will undertake 
the 
invasion if it seems at all 


feasible. 


Hitler In A Hurry 


The Nazi leader wants to shorten 


the war as much as possible. His 
constant 
raiding is burning up 


gasoline at a rate which must far 
exceed the replacement, whereas 
Britain can get oil and gas. and oth- 
er supplies, so long as she main- 
tains control of the sea. 


Also, Europe is headed fast for 


dire hunger, which likely will begin 
to be felt severely by fall. That will 
hit Germany along with the rest, 
and widespread famine conditions 
would create a situation which even 
a 
victorious Germany wouldn't 


want to fall. A quick end to the 
conflict is what Hitler needs. 


The way the war is going on now. 


with each side trying to strangle 


j the. other by blockade, it has ceased 
to be a conflict between fighting 
(men and has resolved itself into a 
i test of how much torture the ci- 
i vilian populations can endure. How 
i much hunger and privation they 
can stand. How much of the nerve 
shattering bombing they can take. 
How long they can bear the tcrror- 


• izmg and slaughter of their chil- 
dren. 


If the \\ar should be protracted 


until it finally is determined by the 
starvation of one side, many of the 
civilians who have survived would 
better have died from bombs. Vic- 
tor and vanquished may find them- 
selves in the same boat, because 
Europe is inviting not only hunger 
but terrible economic chaos. 


It will be strange if the winter 


doesn't produce grave civilian 
ordcrs in many countries, unless 
the war finds an ending very soon.

When England Took Denmark 


Italy and Germany have raked their 


vocabularies over to condemn England 
as an utter monstrosity for its attack upon 
the French navy. Each has given to its 
controlled press the conclusion that has 
been repeated over and over that upon 


\the blackest pages of history's revolting 


crimes "there is no parallel for this in- 
credibly criminal act." 


We suppose the good German or Ital- 


ian would have the wind knocked out of 
him if he called attention to the fact that 


. there is precedent for England's act and 


that it lies in England's history and not 
so very far removed in time either. 


If German and Italian rulers would 


turn back to the seventh day of July 1807 
they would find Napoleon and Czar Alex- 
ander in a secret session on a raft an- 
chored out in the Niemen river. 
The 


Niemen passed for the Brenner Pass of 
those days. From this meeting resulted 
the Treaty of Tilsit which caused as much 
uneasiness in the England of that day as 
the French collapse recently unnerved 
London. 


England didn't know what was going 


on between France and Russia but France 
hated her and no one trusted Russia. Only 
a blind Englishman in fact would have 
failed to see in that treaty the honing of 
a dagger against his native land. 


The principal concern with the Eng- 


lish Prime Minister, Canning, was the 
Danish navy. 
Denmark, so quiet and 


peaceful today, had then about 50 power- 
ful war vessels and London 
surmised 


that France was about to invade Denmark 
for the purpose of supplying its desperate 
need for naval vessels from the Danish 
ports. 


Under those circumstances 
England 


immediately proposed to Copenhagen that 
the Danes enter into a treaty whereby 
the English would agree to defend them, 
supply them with money and goods, and 
protect their colonies if they would only 
turn over their fleet to the English. The 
Danes held aloof, whereupon England sent 
both warships and an army which at- 
tacked Copenhagen from land and sea un- 
til the Danish government capitulated. 


In its recent attack upon the French 


navy England was occupying a much bet- 
ter and more justifiable position than in 
her attack upon Denmark 130 odd years 
ago. France was under a written obligation 
to England which &he violated when she 
made peace with Berlin. Denmark was 
under obligation to no one in 1807. But 
England wasn't taking any chances with 
her island fortress by permitting Napoleon 
to augment his naval forces by an attack 
upon a neutral. 


The most interesting question arising 


from the 1807 tilualion, and other similar 
dramatic in'ernational clashes, is just what 
information England has concerning that 
secret conversation between Napoleon and 
Alexander on the raft in the middle of the 
Niemen river. Who talked? 
What was 


the name of the spy? How did England 
secure secrets so carefully guarded? How 
much did it cost? 


It 5s wellnigh certain that Prime Min- 


ister Canning was very sure of his road 
else he would not have embarked upon 
so dangerous, bloody and costly a ven- 
ture against a peaceful nation like Den- 
mark, which then, as now, had not mis- 
. behaved but was unfortunate, only in its

be sent to Europe. 


The President's arguments and those 


advanced by the Committee to Defend 
America by Aiding the Allies run para!* 
lei. The President even personally ap- 
proved the reasons advanced by this com- 
mittee and said he hoped it would get 
fhose reasons to all Americans. 


As we understand the President and 


the Committee, the British navy is the 
main defense of America and if it were 
swept off the seas or fell into German 
hands we would be in a precarious con- 
dition. 


Starting with this statement the argu- 


ment continues that we must therefore 
fortify and support England in order that 
the English navy may function to our 
benefit. But we must not send a single 
fighting man to Churchill. 


If it is true that a defeated England 


means a destroyed America is it even 
honest to promise not to send our boys 
to Europe? 
Shouldn't our navy be right 


over there now backing up the English 
navy? 


Why talk in such paralyzing terms as 


"Short of war" and "Keep the boys out 
of Europe" if there is any deep conviction 
that a defeat of England will mean a 
destruction of America? 


Can it be that there is insincerity 


upon the part of the President and the 
Committee in visioning menaces that are 
next to impossible to put into operation? 
Or is there insincerity in concealing the 
fact that if their fears are justified we 
should join the battle? 


Is the purpose to get aid for England 


by arousing specters of impending doom, 
fear of which will dull the sight to the 
wrongful things we are doing as we arc 
taken step by step, a little at a time, 
toward a declaration of war? 


Certainly any persons fit to lead a 


great nation who believed that a victorious 
Germany intended (to attack this hemi- 
sphere or that she could successfully do 
so against our own navy should be out 
crusading for an immediate declaration 
of war, an extension of credit, a convoy 
of food ships and a participation by our 
navy all the way from the Irish Sea to 
Egypt. 


Dempsey Is Discerning 


C. E, Dempsey, formerly state senator 


elected on the Democratic ticket who ac- 
quired a reputation for independence and 
intelligence, announced at Watikesha his 
affiliation with the Republican party as 
typified by Wendell Wfflkie. 


The point that Mr. Dempsey made 


should be given consideration by all our 
voters irrespective of particular political 
views. That point is that political parties 
have coats of many colors and change 
them quite often as their leadership is 
changed. 


Mr. Dempsey says that he is "a Jeffer- 


sonian Democrat" and that he is going into 
the Republican party because that party, 
with Mr. Willkie as its spokesman and 
leader, more truly* portrays the democracy 
of Jefferson than the party that carries the 
Democratic banner. 


The Republican party under Lincoln 


was a different thing than it was under" 
Grant. Under Benjamin Harrison it was 
not to be compared to what it stood for 
under Warren Harding. The Democratic 
party under Grover Cleveland, "The Man 
of Courage" would neVcr be recognized 
as the same named party under a pilot 
whose eyes were turned in that black and 
trashy direction called "a little left of 
center." 


When there are material changes in 


the leadership of parties it behooves the 
people to make changes too, never for- 
getting the great truth that a party is only 
as good as the men who run it.

IN A MONTH OF DISASTER 


The full report o£ the Commerce Department 


on our foreign trade in May more than confirms 
the preliminary estimate. It shows that, al- 
though the Germans invaded Holland on May 
10 and the Nazi forces broke through the French 
defenses on the 13th, this country's export trade 
that month was in value the largest of any May 
iincc 1921. The .same comparison holds good of 
this year's five completed months. The excess 
of May exports over imports. $113,924,000 
against $46,473,000 last year, was the largest for 
the month since 1022 and the five months' ex- 
port excess the greatest since 1921. 


The recent preliminary report showed that 


May exports to every continent had increased 
over 1939 far more than the period's net rise in 
prices. From the later statement it appears that, 
as compared with the month in 1939, all classi- 
fications of exports except crude foodstuffs 
showed substantial increase. Value of raw mate- 
rials shipped rose 33 per cent, of partly manu- 
factured nearly 34.

received many inquiries as to what the United 
•States can do, if anything, to stop Hitler and 
help staVe off the defeat which seems to be in 
store for England. 


Obviously, any real answer is extremely dif- 


fitult, but there follows, as best as we can give 
it, a diagnosis of the situation in which this na- 
tion finds itself in relation to the country from 
which it sprang. 


1st, the sale of more U. S. go'vernment war 


weapons is almost out of the question. Govern- 
ment munitions are about the only type avail- 
able and ready to be shipped immediately. The 
rest are on order with private manufacturers, 
but cannot be delivered until probably too 
late to be of any aid to England. 


At present, munitions owned by the. United 


States army and navy cannot be sold'until it 
is certified that they are in no way needed for 
our national defense. And since we arc using 
every possible factory in a preparedness pro- 
gram, it is difficult if not impossible to find 
anything which can be spared for Great Britain. 


The two weapons which Britain needs most 


of all are airplanes, to prevent bombing attacks 


! over her isles; and small naval vessels to inter- 
| ccpt nazi submarines. Regarding these, congress 


i has clamped down on the sale of airplanes, 


I while the justice department has ruled out the 


i sale of about twenty small mosquito boats 
which the navy was willing to sell to Great 
Britain. 


2nd, the sale to England of various war mate- 


rials manufactured by private industry is pro- 
ceeding. But this is chiefly in the form of raw 
or semi-manufactured goods, and can be of no 
immediate assistance. 


What the British need most, and desperately, 


is guns, ammunition, airplanes, tanks—already 
manufactured and ready to ,use immediately. 
These are not available in any large quantity 
in the United States. 
CAN ENGLAND MOVE TO CANADA? 


3rd. there have been various American pro- 


posals that the English government should fall 
back on Canada, where it could rally the re- 
mains of the British fleet and continue the war 
from this hemisphere. 


This, of course, is almost certain to pull the 


United States into war. It is inconceivable that 
fighting in the North Atlantic would not in- 
volve New England or American shipping. Al- 
ready there is risk of German submarines op- 
erating off the French West Indies and involv- 
ing the United States. 


However, assuming for the moment that the 


transfer of the British government to Canada 
would not involve the United States, let us ex- 
amine whether such a transfer actually is pos- 
sible. Judging by the French experience, it 
would seem doubtful. 


Once the center of France collapsed, the Re- 


public of France, the people of France also col- 
lapsed. All leadership evaporated. French col- 
onies scattered whichever way their local lead- 
ers willed. The heart and soul of France was 
no more, and the body could not live without it 


Probably the same would be true of the Brit- 


ish empire. Perhaps even more than in France, 
the heart and soul of Britain are those murky, 
rain-drenched isles which have been the center 
of literature, culture, government and trade for 
most of the English-speaking world during hun- 
dreds of years.

the Western hemisphere—which we haven't. 


These believers in "union now" also point out 


that it is a question of hanging together now, or 
falling as individual nations later. Just as j 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, Denmark, Bel-1 
gium, Holland and France, one by one were j 
plucked by Hitler, so also will Argentina, Bra- 
zil, Chile, Uruguay, Ecuador, Colombia and 
Mexico fall to the new Empire of Germany un- 
til the United States has Europe at its very door. 


The distance between England and the United 


States today, in terms of time, is less than it 
was between Philadelphia and Virginia in 1776, 
and the slogan of "hang together or hang apart," 
in the opinion of many, is just as applicable to- 
day as it was in the days of the Founding fa- 
thers. 


All of these things have been discussed among 


senate leaders, both Democrat and Republican, 
among members of the cabinet,, and among the 
close advisers of the president. 


Most of them agree that the situation, as far 


as Great Britain is concerned, as far as tiic 
United States is concerned, is desperate And 
there is a growing sentiment for the general 
idea that the mother country which once quar- 
reled with her colonies, should now come back 
to her child.

FARMERS' LIABILITY 


Editor Post-Crescent — On June 


4, 1940, as appears'in the North 
Western Reporter Advance Sheets 
of July 10, 1940, the Supreme Coutt 
of Wisconsin handed down a deci- 
| sion which affects most all farmers 
| in the State of Wisconsin. 


It was with a great deal of alarm 


'that I read this decision in which 
the Court construes the "safe-place 
statute," being Chapter 101 "of the 
Wisconsin Statutes. 


In this particular case, a farmer 


in Kcnosha purchased a tractor and 
corn binder, equipped with a de- 
vice known as a power takeoff. This 
farmer is in about the same position 
that ninety-nine out of every one 
hundred farmers, I dare say, are 
in, in that he purchased in the open 
market a commonly sold and used 
farm implement involving the use 
of mechanical power which is fur- 
nished with a safety device and 
equipment devised by the manufac- 
turer. 


The question before the Supreme 


Court in Tiemann versus May, in 
which the Supreme Court affirmed 
a jury's verdict under the "safe- 
place statute," was whether a farm- 
er as a matter of law has discharg- 
ed^ his duty of furnishing a safe 
employment or place of employ- 
ment, when he has purchased a 
tractor or any mechanically driven 
piece of machinery, or whether the 
question is to be left to a jury, in 
spite of these facts. 


The Supreme Court in this case 


decided against the farmer. 
The 


farmer contended that this placed 
upon him an intolerable burden and 
pointed out the number of obsta- 
cles put in his way when he pur- 
chases a piece of farm machinery 
which is mechanically driven, and 
the burden that he must bear be- 
cause he does not know whether 
these machines are complying with 
all rules and regulations as to the 
"safe-place statute,"; further, that, 
he would have to keep up with all 
the new appliances from year to 
year in order'to keep from liabil- 
ity. 


Let me say now that I am not 


criticizing the. Supreme Court with 
regard to this decision, but I air. 
calling your attention, Mr. Farmer, 
that you must do something about 
it; that there must be brought be- 
fore the next Legislature an act 
correcting this situation, since you 
will either have to insure yourself 
against liability on all of your ma- 
chinery immediately, or take a 
chance of possibly losing your farm 
in case of an accident 


With this idea in mind I have tak- 


en it upon myself to call your at- 
tention, Mr. Farmer, that it is up to 
you to see that this legislation is 
either changed or that you immedi- 
ately have your machinery insured 
against liability the same as you 
would have your automobile, or 
take a chance on some day having a 
judgment rendered 
against you 


which will put you out of business 
so that you will be unable to make 
your livelihood. 


In order to call your attention to 


the seriousness of this situation, the 
jury in this particular case awarded 
$11,000.00 to the man who was injur- 
ed on a corn binder and got his 
arm in the rope which was in some 
manner caught in the tripping de- 
vice. We all realize that it is a sad 
situation for a man to lose his arm, 
but we further realize that if a 
farmer is to be held liable because 
someone gets hurt on a piece cf 
farm machinery, that cither this 
legislation must be 
changed 
or 


farmers must immediately insure 
their mechanically driven machin- 
ery against liability. Insurance com- 
panies should immediately be or- 
ganized for the protection of the 
farmers either mutually or by some 
old line company, or this dangerous 
situation cured by new legislation. 
It would be a financial ruination to 
most farmers if one of their em- 
ployees was hurt. 


My only interest in this matter 


is t>ne of public interest, and I have 
r.o other purpose 
in mind other 


than to give the community the in- 
formation which struck me as I 
read this decision as being too dan- 
gerous to be left without notice.

DIABETES 


Diabetes is not a disease of the 


kidneys, but a deficiency in the 
function of the islands of Langer- 
hans, specialized groups of cells -in 
the pancreas or abdominal sweet- 
bread, and perhaps some associat- 
ed deficiency in the function of 
the liver. Chronic nephritis de- 
velops ultimately in many cases of 
diabetes as a manifestation of ar- 
teriosclerosis. 
Arteriosclerosis is 


responsible for more than half of 
the deaths in diabetes today; has 
been demonstrated by X-ray in 90 
per cent of cases of ten years or 
more duration. 


There is no ground for the no- 


tion that the sugar of honey or 
fruit or this or that special fruit or 
vegetable is more suitable for one 
with diabetes than plain cane sugar 
or common starch. So far as the 
nutrition of a healthy individual 
or a diabetic individual is concern- 
ed, there is no evidence that one 
form of sugar or starch is more 
digestible, more quickly available 
for energy or more beneficial in 
any way than any other form of 
sugar or starch. 


If oatmeal, for instance, is bet- 


ter utilized by one with diabetes 
than things made of white flour- 
old time physicians thought an oat- 
meal diet was superior for diabet- 
ics—it is not because the carbohy- 
drate (starch or sugar) in oatmeal 
is belter than the carbohydrate in 
white flour but perhaps because 
oatmeal is rich in vitamin B. in 
which white flour is poor, and vi- 
tamin B promotes better assimila- 
tion 
and 
utilization of carbohy- 


drate, in the normal person and in 
the diabetic. It is a grave mistake 
to asume that one with diabetes 
"may cat" this and that and "may 
not cat" other items which contain 
sugar or starch. No one can live 
and thrive without a reasonable 
amount of sugar or starch, not even 
a diabetic. The important problem 
in every case of diabetes is to de- 
termine the patient's tolerance for 
carbohydrate—that is, how much 
he or she can utilize—and then ar- 
range a diet which will provide 
that much carbohydrate and 
no 


more. This carbohydrate tolerance 
changes from time to time and the 
successful treatment of diabetes de- 
mands periodic tests of carbohy- 
drates tolerance and adjustments of 
the diet,to suit the patient's toler- 
ance.

Interesting Fact 
About Appleton 


Appleton's first post 
office 


was established in March of 
1849 by an act of congress. John 
F. Johnston was the first post- 
master and the post office was 
in a small frame building at 
the northeast corner of College 
avenue and Morrison street. 


The first mail received at the 


post office was brought from 
Green Bay in that same month. 
It consisted of four newspapers 
and one letter. As early as Feb- 
ruary, 1850, there was tri-week- 
ly mail service from Green Bay. 
Most of this mail was carried by 
water during navigable months 
and in winter by pony express 
or toboggan. 


Until 1876, when a classified 


post office was set up. the post 
office was moved every time 
a new postmaster was appoint- 
ed. In 1876. the office was estab- 
lished in the rear of the build- 
ing on the site now occupied by 
Montgomery-Ward and Com- 
pany. In 1900, it was moved to 
the old Post-Crescent building 
and in March of 1912, a struc- 
ture at the intersection of K. 
Oneida 
and E. Washington 


streets was occupied. The pres- 
ent post office on N. Superior 
street was occupied in the sum- 
mer of 1932. 
Historical records reveal that in 
1854. when mail service was 
first inaugurated, Appleton peo- 
ple complained bitterly about 
its irregularity.

ONE'S OWN TABLE 


The distinction that 
must 
be 


made between conventional require- 
ments of good usage and what we 
may choose to do in our own hous- 
es, is illustrated in a letter which 
asks if it is also wrong to serve 
salad on a separate plate with meat 
if vegetables are not included. This 
letter says further, "It is very hard 
to go without vegetables, because 
some of us do not like meat with- 
out vegetables, while one of us likes 
to eat the salad and the meat to- 
gether." 


To this the answer is that hot 


vegetables eaten at the same time 
as salad (according to formal us- 
'age) is almost as wrong as serving 
cream soup and ice cream at the 
same time. Some one might like 
this, and in her own house there 
is no reason why she may not have 
what she or her family likes. I ci'.e 
this example merely to make my 
point, knowing very well of course 
that more people like salad and 
vegetables than could possibly like 
the soup and ice cream combina- 
tion. I must of course repeat that 
when salad is served with meat it 
correctly takes the place of vegeta- 
bles. Otherwise, it should be 
ed as a separate course. 


But I must also add that if in a 


house of limited service, it is easier

If your vegetables are not coming 


along in the way you expect, it 
might be well to give some thought 
to the alkalinity or acidity of the 
soil. While quite a few flowers tol- 
erate a wide variation in soils, ex- 
tending from the strongly-acid to 
the strongly alkaline.-vegetables are 
more exacting and most of them 
demand the presence of lime. 


Plants which demand large quan- 


tities of lime are cauliflower, musk- 
melon, broccoli, asparagus, onion 
beet, leek, celery, spinach and let- 
tuce. If these plants arc not doing 
well, top-dress between the rows 
with agricultural lime. Allow one 
ounce of lime for each foot of sur- 
face area. 


Carrots, kale, cabbage, peppers 


and tomatoes respond to smaller 
doses of lime and may be doing 
well despite the lagging of the 
plants first mentioned. They, too, 
can be treated with lime if condi- 
tions indicate it. 


When increasing the alkalinity by 


use of lime, make every attempt to 
keep it away from such plants as 
watermelon, potato, radish, parsley 
and squash. This group along with 
ever so many of the small 'fruits, 
show a definite resentment to lime. 
They even dislike growing on land 
which was limed the previous sea- 
son. 


Correction to the acid side is 


easily made for such plants as de- 
mand it. Small quantities of alum- 
inum sulphate will change the con- 
dition, while cottonseed meal will 
do the same thing and provide no 
small amount 
of fertilization as 


well.

SATURDAY TALK 


Most of us do ^iot like to think 


very much about sad accidents, but 
here is a good reason to turn our 
minds toward such things now and 
hen. By doing so, we may save our- 
selves or other persons from such 
11 fortune. Every accident is a 
warning to be more careful. 


A news item told of a three- 


year-old child named Jcannette who 
ost both of her hands in the laun- 
dry of her home. She had caught 
.hem in a washing-machine wring- 
er which was turned by electric 
power. 


Ten days after the accident, she 


was taken to a hospital, suffering 
from "gangrene." Treatment was 
tried for this, but the doctors could 
not save the little one's hands. 


Any wound or injury which may 


lead to gangrene should be treated 
by a doctor as soon as possible. 


Most laundry-wringer accidents 


are not reported in the 
news- 


papers. There are many of them. 
A doctor told me that hardly 
week passed without his having to 
treat someone for injury from this 
cause. He has a machine of a spe- 
cial kind and uses it to give elec- 
tric treatment to persons whose 
hands have been crushed. 


There are "safety releases" on the 


better type of wringers sold today 
and they have cut down the danger 
a great deal. Yet everyone should 
take care when near wringers run 
by electric power. There is danger 
of the hair being caught as well 
as the hands. 


Some 
washing 
machines 
are 


fitted with "spinners," and these 
do the same work as wringers. One 
kind of washing machine washes 
clothes, rinses them, and dries 
them to a certain extent without 
the housewife doing anything ex- 
cept to pour in some soap flakes 
and turn a lever. No wringer is 
needed with this machine. A wom- 
an who saw it work said it ought 
to turn the clothes out ironed as 
well, but that is asking too much 
at this time. 


Ironing 
machines 
also have 


rollers which are a danger if a 
person does not take due care. 
Small 
children 
should be kept 


away from any machine which has 
the power of harming them.
